Important works include a rare pair of Greek gold spiral- 
form earrings from the Geometric period, a Greek gold and glass finger ring formerly in the 
collection of Édouard Guilhou and an impressive pair of Greek gold and enamel earrings 
formerly in the collection of Dr Jacob Hirsch (1874—1955).
